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1. Brief Suisaary of Operation 

a. Offlorg HILUSS (true name), German, bora 7 August 1932 and living in 
Hamburg, was a member of ^Cowwanist affiliated youth group there* 

A man whom ho had met in e m$S£2 Jftt ese, Heinrich STSUSiOSTEl (true 
name), bam 30 Hay 1913, had been “expelled* 1 from the SPB in 19>2. 
STEimmVBL offered SHIS employment to HILLER, who reported the 
offer to a BDd (Bund Deutsches Jugond) superior. The latter put 
iaUiSH In touch with 7-2950 of 2XPFSR'rG7 L, who directed H1LUSR 
to accept. 

b. HILLER end. mumWS& crossed illegally into the Sovaone, Germany, 
in September 1952, taedo contact with two Soviet case officers, end 
were driven to Schwerin. Here HILLER wrote out a PHS and signed a 
secrecy-loyalty oath. He was given military IB's for the Hamburg 
area and was given directions for a second meeting, to be held in 
Berlin. The same officers conducted him to a s&fchouse in the 
Koepemick area. Here he was again drilled on his IB' s, paid IM 3b0 
(West), and required to receipt. He then reported, supposedly 
staying within the confines of material previously approved by E1PPKR. 

R'aw ID' s re Hamburg border guards, German military units, British 

ami Danish troops, and Hamburg harbor were given the agent. He ms 
directed to reappear three months later (February 1953) at the same 
place ( Serlin/Schoeneweide subway statical) for his next meeting. 

c. Before this meeting, HILLER was approached by his uncle, one Mx Sssil 
HOdHJKL, bom 13 July 190^. Tlie BfV (Bund fuer ?erfassttngssehuts) 
had already placed BOEHHiL on a blacklist as a fabricator. (Despite 
this fact, 0D0PAL, which maintains direct liaison *lth the BfV, later 
recruited HGEHBSL, only to drop him in 1953 for the s am reason.) 

HOSRMtiL persuaded SHUSH to write at dictation but in his own hand- 
writing a vague and rambling account of men who were pl&rasing to blow 
up Ruhr factories. This report w to be sent to the BIS. (HOUffiH. 
also approached, in December 1952, a 0.3. Political Affairs officer in 
Hamburg with a story of having been run (but treated unfairly) by the 
BIS from 19b6 to early 1952 j he lulled, at least, an offer of his 
services to the AIS.) 9-2950 decided that HOSSKSSb, an old KB) hand, 
was probably testing rilLLBR on 88IS orders and directed the agent to 
report the episode to Ids 3B1S case officer. 

d. On 31 January 1953, smsBQBVSL introduced EILLSH, in STSIHHOm's home, 
to Karl Heins THOOT, who spoke so openly of engaging in espionage for 
the S31JZ that HXLLSR became certain that 3f BIMOB 7SL had informed THQDT 
that he (HILLliR) was also an agent. 

e. On 3.1 February 1953, HIIiEH went to tlie appointed moating place in 

Schoenewelde, but no ona from the SHIS appeared. KILLtR went to the 
nearest Vopo (people's police) office and persuaded the police^aan there 
to call the state security service. Two 3SD men appeared and, after 
further talk, called another number. Some three hours after HILbiti 
first entered the Vopo station, a Soviet and female, interpreter appeared. 
HILLiU explained about the adesed meeting. Five and a half liours later 
HXUJK* s case officer appeared. He explained tiiat he had a:;peetcd tie 
agent the following day. At. ’the- preceding meeting, HILLBE 

Ixad bean given alternate meeting arrangements but had then sent 
notification of a week’s delay.) Without reprissarailng the agent for 

the conspicuous method by which he had established contact, the case 
officer drove him to Luisenstrasse 32, near tie Karlshorst compound. 

The following day HILLER submitted reports, including the letter written 
to the BIS at HOSKRHL's dictations .tide matter did not seam to interest 
the case officer, BILLER, was given a list of IB' a, all directly or 
Indirectly military in nature and thus prompting AIFPIH to theoriae 
(probably correctly) that the opposing service was the SI, K© was paid 
300 IM (best) and warned to see less of STEIHUOiVHL, A abries of alternate 
o meeting dates in Hay (four in all) were arrenged, 
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f. The fourth meeting took place on 16 - 17 Hay 1953. BILLER was met 

by his case officer, '$ VIKTOR, at the aa.ae Berlin subway station} 
was driven again to Luisenstrasa© 32 $ ami was there debriefed (ho 
again transmitted previously cleared material)* He was again 
warned to break off ids contact with 3T&1MPMVM. as, soon as possible* 
a VIKTOR also gave HILM.R further military ID»s (some of which, as 
HIUiiFi pointed out* were unrealistic because quite outside his 
capabilities. Little advice, and this vague, was given BILLER as to 
the practical operational steps to be taken in order to rasat these 
requirements* ) HILLER was paid DM 350 (West), for which he receipted 
(apparently in true name, since no mention of his SRIS alias or 
pseudonym is made)* A meeting and alternate were set for July, with 
further alternates in August* (CQiLiERT: It was isdtially assumed 

by LIPFER that the prolonged 2-3 months./ intervals between 

meetings indicated that BILLER was still being cleared* But this 
pattern continues to the end of the case, in October 1953.) © VIKTOE 
may have expected that another case officer would take over the agent 
at this mooting, since h© directed FULLER to bring three bottles of 
Coca Cola along. {fXM&Ti HlilER had mode extensive cotes, in his 
own handwriting, for the purpose of reporting to his KIPESI case officer 
on this meeting. An interesting side-light is thrown on UPPER by 
the fact that these notes were passed to FOB with a request for a 
graphological analysis* The writer knows of other instances in w3dch 
2IPP&R has attempted to use graphology as one means of evaluating 
character.) 

g. In June LIPPLR decided, for control reasons, to move SILLER from Hamburg 
to Heidelberg and to transfer control of the agent from V-29k$ to 
V-26?3* HILL&R succeeded in arranging the transfer with the firm 
employing him. At the same time it was learned Hist HILLER had cojiimit- 
ted serious indiscretions which, lit the end, caused this case to bo 
terminated. HILLER had informed his fsother. His girlfriend, and a 
friend of his mother that he was a double agent working for the US 
against toe SRIS and had also given his mother the trua name of 
STE1HH0BVEL plus the fact that he was an SRIS agent* 

h. On 9 July HILLSft met & VIKTOR and & new driver at the Berlin-Sehoenveide 
subway station, according to plan. He informed @ VIKTOE of the move from 
Hamburg to Heidelberg, and at this point it became completely apparent 
that $ VIKTOR was not competent to do more than act as adddleman for 

an unknown superior, since & VIKTOR was unable to adjust to the shift 
and continued to give HILLER a long list of IB* a about the Hamburg area. 
The meeting was held not in Luisehstrasae but in an open, wooded area. 
During the meeting t VIKTOll asked questions about the source of cleared 
Information on the West Geysaan police* HILLER had been inadequately 
briefed and, in the main, avoided, answering by claiming not to under* 
stand, (a VIKTOR speaks broken German but still ess scarcely have been 
deceived by tois maneuver.) FULLER 1 a new 10*6 included photography, 
for which purpose he was to rent a camera* (OOitlSJUs This order 
suggests that FULLER was not held in high esteem by the case or ops 
officer directing © VIKTOE *) EJMmM wsa, however, paid DM 600 at 
this meeting, for which he receipted in true naae* (CQMMLSTi The 
receipt is phrased as follows: For inforaation delivered and for too 

obtaining of further information. ^AvS Interim geaarboi j/ in Eest 
Germany, I have today received the sum of DM 600 West.) The next maeti% 
was arranged for October, with an altornata date in JSovessber 1953, the 
meeting place remaining unchanged. fUlLSS was directed during this

before taking this step, was sharply reprimanded but fives no clue as 
to his aotivee.) The letter called forth a reply* dated 20 March 195k, 
setting up another Berlin meeting.

2. Analysis 

a. Analysis of tills case leaves m prewjtieal doubt that WfflLM was an 
honest Mt i.©«, he succeeded to concealing from to® SEXS (actually 
<®8) the. fact that he was working against than and' for illPr’SE* He alec 
obeyed most orders of his two dlPFAE case officers. Sana profit was 
obtained! EIPPEH learned the identity of the 8H0 case officer, eeafUmd 
from another bA ease; learned the Identity of a few SHIS agents in 
Ivostern. Germany; obtained a long list of MU Its* sj pinpointod toe loca- 
tions of three safesunises and an illegal border-crossing point} and 
obtained a not insignificant insight into MB working habits. The S dlS, 
on to© other hand, obtained only urdUaportont information previously 
cleared' by 2IPFiR for passing to # nxm. 

b. Under these circumstances, with mc*i more to gain and little to lose, 
it is very unfortunate that AIPPfeS was eoiapallcd to terminate the play. 

. VSlth mm justice, &IFP3R points out- that HXLhER was himself responsible 
for toe abrupt tor-.rUnatlon. 8a was certainly a difficult agent to control: 
young, rash., impetuous, insecure, and loquacious, let he stood up well 
in dlfflcrult eitwations, vts-a-vis his 8SXS control, wtiieh Mll’BiiE 
should have anticipated and for which, on, one occasion,. 2IFFSE was solely 
responslbl®. His long-range potential inside toe -’HIS was obvious, and 
it was EXPPiSi*s responsibility to provide firmer and am effective 
field leadership than BXUM unjoyedfe- 

e. The reason for transferring l&XZSS from Ha&iburg to iicidelberg is not 
Kjado clear in tods case, althou^i plausible (if not compelling) reasons 
can be inferred. Ideally, after MVMiM and flFPS l realised that they 
were both tensed to not merely on to® mm target but am m the earn 
SBS3 case officer, one agency too other should have aassmed contowl 
of both li/ito. In fact, had HIHiiE rcaalxicd to Hamburg (to wldcii city 
lie ovontealiy returned ©ny way) , obvious security considerations would 
iiave forced toils mm, with the agency assoiatog control proadlsiiag to 
keep tbs "Sfldag 8 agency infermsd. .. Had tills stop been token, to© 
controlling egwccy could have taken measures to counteract the damage 
which SIUkiE had com by jmtting hto on ice 'for a time (&mt feosid-talis- 
ing Mm for cover purpoaes),. having Mm thus asq>l&to hie inactivity to 
too SRXS, and having him inform those pereons t^io had gained some toMght
